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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 line 2 after "discharging", delete "the". 

In claim 1 line 2 after "by", delete "the" and insert - an - . 

Examiner notes the examiner's amendment is to correct a potential lack of antecedent 
basis for "the air filter" in lines 2-3 of claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 recites "a receiving case installed into the main body and having first 
through-slits formed on circumferential surface and hooking holes in the shape of arc 
formed at an end thereof; a rotating case for receiving an aroma pack, the rotating case 
being inserted into the receiving case and having second through slits corresponding to 
the first slits formed along circumferential surface and hooks formed at an end thereof 
for being hooked on the hooking holes". Choquet(6877674) discloses a dashboard 
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having an opening, the opening in communication with a ventilating, heating, and air 
conditioning device of a vehicle, wherein a receiving case(15) is installed onto the 
dashboard, the receiving case having first through slits(17) formed on the 
circumferential surface, a rotating case(18) for receiving an aroma pack(14), the rotating 
case being inserted into the receiving case and having second through slits 
corresponding to the first through slits, wherein the first through slits may or may not 
overlap with the second through slits depending on the rotation angle of the rotating 
case. However, the receiving case of Choquet has a solid end wall(see figure 4) and 
does not include hooking holes in the shape of an arc at the end surface. It would not 
have been obvious to someone of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
provide hooking holes and hooks on the rotating case which correspond to the hooking 
holes because Choquet does not suggest such a modification. 

Barradas(5735918) discloses an air purifier having an aroma generation 
device(46) within the body of the air purifier, the aroma generation device having a 
scent container with a cover having holes for permitting scent to rise from the container, 
and a slide mechanism(72) for adjusting the amount of scent generated. However, 
Barradas does not teach or suggest the claimed structured of the receiving case and 
the rotating case. It would not have been obvious to someone of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention to provide a receiving case installed into the main body and 
having first through-slits formed on circumferential surface and hooking holes in the 
shape of arc formed at an end thereof; a rotating case for receiving an aroma pack, the 
rotating case being inserted into the receiving case and having second through slits 
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corresponding to the first slits formed along circumferential surface and hooks formed at 
an end thereof for being hooked on the hooking holes because Barradas does not 
suggest such a modification. 

Claims 2 and 3 depend on claim 1 and hence are also allowed.
